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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Status 

1 . This communication is responsive to the Amendments filed on August 23, 2006. 
The application has been fully examined and claims 1-13 are rejected and are pending 
in this Office Action. 

Affidavit or Declaration Under 37 CFR 1.131 

2. The affidavit filed on August 23, 2006 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered 
but is ineffective to overcome the cited reference. The affidavit has not been made (or 
signed) by the appropriate entity(s). The following parties may make an affidavit or 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.131: (A) All the inventors of the subject matter claimed 
[See MPEP 715.04]. The office has no record of the assignee of the instant application. 
Furthermore applicants have failed to provide the evidence required for the affidavit 
[See MPEP 715.07]. And as such the affidavit will not be considered. 

Response to Arguments 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Applicant's amendments with respect to claims the 1 12 rejections of the present 
application have been fully considered and it overcomes the rejections as applied under 
35 USC § 112. The rejections have been withdrawn 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. Applicants amendments with respect to claims the 101 rejections of the present 
application have been fully considered. However it does not overcomes the rejections 
as applied under 35 USC § 101. 

Claims 7-12 are rejected because the claims do not recite a practical application 
by producing a physical transformation or producing a useful, concrete, and tangible 
results. To perform a physical transformation, the claimed invention must transform an 
article of physical object into a different state or thing. Transformation of data is not a 
physical transformation. A useful, concrete, and tangible results must be either 
specifically recited in the claim or flow inherently therefrom. To be useful the claimed 
invention must establish a specific, substantial, and credible utility. To be concrete the 
claimed invention must be able to produce reproducible results. To be tangible the 
claimed invention must produce a practical application or real world result. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 7 of the present application 
have been fully considered but are not persuasive. The examiner respectfully traverses 
applicant's arguments. 

With respect to the independent claims 1, Applicants argue that Monique Calisti 
et al (hereinafter Monique) does not disclose, "the use through human interaction". 
However this limitation is not part of the claim language. 
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Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.111(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. 

Furthermore Monique discloses the claimed limitation of claim 1 as cited in the 
last office action and this can be found in [Monique, Fig 1, Section 2.1, page 203 
paragraph 2, page 206 paragraph 1 , Fig 2 page 205 paragraph 3,5, page 206 
paragraph 2]. 

With respect to the independent claims 7, Applicants arguments fail to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b) because they amount to a general allegation that the claims 
define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the 
claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. 

For the above reasons, Examiner believed that rejection of the last Office action 
was proper. From the foregoing applicants have not met the requirements needed to 
traverse the rejections made to this application under 35 U.S.C. 102. Hence rejections 
as applied to the last Office action are sustained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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2. Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 7-12 are not limited to tangible embodiments in view of Applicant's 
disclosure. The claims do not recite a practical application by producing a physical 
transformation or producing a useful, concrete, and tangible results. There appears to 
be no useful result recited that reflects the practical utility in the descriptive portion of 
the specification [page 10 lines 3-12]. A useful, concrete, and tangible results must be 
either specifically recited in the claim or flow inherently therefrom. To be useful the 
claimed invention must establish a specific, substantial, and credible utility. To be 
concrete the claimed invention must be able to produce reproducible results. To be 
tangible the claimed invention must produce a practical application or real world result. 
As such, the claim is not limited to statutory subject matter and is therefore non- 
statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by "a Multi- 
Agent System for Organ Transplant Management" to Monique et al (hereinafter 
Monique). 
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Claim 1. 

Monique discloses: 

An organ and tissue procurement system, comprising [Monique abstract]: 
interface server means for storing and delivering user interface information 

accessible to authorized users over a wide area network [Monique, Fig 1, Section 2.1 

lines 1-6] ; 

database server means, in communication with said interface server means, for 
storing and delivering data related to donors and recipients of human organs and tissue 
[Monique, Fig 1, Section 2.1 paragraph 1]; 

and software means, in communication with said interface server means and 
said database server means, for enabling access to said data and said user interface 
information by said authorized users, wherein said software means includes 
[username/password, authentication credential, [Monique, Fig 1, page 203 paragraph 
2]: 

(a) security means for determining whether one or more of said authorized users 
may modify said data [password, access rights, modify, Monique page 206 paragraph 
1];and 

(b) import means for receiving donor information from at least one external 
database and adding said donor information to said data [database, repository, 
receiving data from national coordination center, create, update, fig 2 page 205 
paragraph 3,5, page 206 paragraph 2]. 
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Claim 2. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it discloses 
external database is managed by an office of motor vehicles [repository, 

database, receiving data from national coordination center, create, update, manage, fig 

2 page 205 paragraph 3,5, page 206 paragraph 2]. 

Claim 3. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it discloses 
external database is managed by an organ donation organization [database, repository, 
receiving data from national coordination center, create, update, manage, fig 2 page 
205 paragraph 3,5, page 206 paragraph 2]. 

Claim 4. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it discloses 
data further includes information relating to transplant hospitals [Monique page 205 
paragraph 2,3]. 

Claim 5. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it discloses 
data further includes information relating to eye banks [Monique page 205 paragraph 
2,3]. 
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Claim 6, 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it discloses 
data further includes information relating to tissue banks [Monique page 205 paragraph 

2,3]. 

Claim 7. 

An organ and tissue procurement system comprising [Monique abstract]: 

software means residing on a computer server for communicating with a 
database management system corresponding to and operating upon one or more 
databases and configured to create links between select fields of said databases 
[Monique Fig 2,3, section 2.2]; 

wherein said one or more databases are configured to store medical and social 
history information about a plurality of prospective donors under conditions that would 
allow salvage of tissue or organs from said prospective donors ("donor data"), and 
medical and social history information about a plurality of prospective recipients 
("recipient data")[Monique, section 2.2]; 

wherein said database management system is configured to access said one or 
more databases and to determine whether said donor data is stored in said one or more 
databases [Monique section 2.2 paragraph 4]; and 

wherein said database management system is further configured to access said 
one or more databases to determine whether any of said donor data corresponds to any 
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of said recipient data sufficient to establish a preliminary match between said donor 
data and said recipient data [Monique section 2.2 paragraph 5]. 

Claim 8. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 7 as above and furthermore it discloses 
software means includes means for prompting a user of said system to ask 
predetermined threshold questions about said prospective donor to establish whether 
said prospective donor may donate said tissue or organ [. 

Claim 9 . 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 7 as above and furthermore it discloses 
software means includes means for allowing a user of said system to determine 
whether said prospective donor has indicated an express intent to donate said tissue or 
organ [asking questions, suggesting/requesting to perform specific actions, page 204 
paragraph 2]. 

Claim 10. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 7 as above and furthermore it discloses 
wherein each said one or more databases is maintained by an organization with which 
said prospective donor or said prospective recipient have a prior relationship; and 
wherein said database management system communicates with said one or more 
databases over an electronic communication network [database, recipient reasons, 
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Claim 11. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 10 as above and furthermore it 
discloses wherein said electronic communication network is the Internet; and wherein 
said software means is enabled for use entirely over the World Wide Web [internet page 
209 paragraph 1]. 

Claim 12. 

Monique discloses the elements of claim 7 as above and furthermore it discloses 
wherein said databases include data sets which are precategorized into a plurality of 
predetermined organ histories [page 206 paragraph 2]. 

Claim 13. 

Monique discloses: 

A method for managing a procurement system for tissue or organs, comprising 
the steps of [Monique, Introduction]: 

providing software means for communicating with a database management 
system corresponding to and operating upon one or more databases and configured to 
create links between select fields of said one or more databases [database, Fig 2,3, 
Section 3.2 paragraph 2]; 
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storing medical and social history information about a plurality of prospective 
donors under conditions that would allow salvage of tissue or organs from said 
prospective donors ("donor data") [section 2.2, paragraph 4]; 

storing medical and social history information about a plurality of prospective 
recipients ("recipient data") [section 2.2, paragraph 4]; 

accessing said database management system to determine whether said donor 
data is stored in said one or more databases, and if so, determining whether any of said 
donor data corresponds to any of said recipient data sufficient to establish a preliminary 
match between said donor data and said recipient data [match making, database, Fig 
2,3, Section 3.2 paragraph 2, section 2.2, paragraph 5].
